As the years roll by, the dental clinic 
will mean more and more to every child 
enrolled in the Elba City Schools, Plans, as 
we understand them, call for treating the 
teeth of all second graders each year with 
fluorine which is very effective in prevent- 
ing tooth decay. Follow up treatments will 
| be given the second graders each successive 
| year all the way through school, Eventually, 
every child in school, except first graders 
| whose teeth have not matured enough for 
treatment, will have this valuable protec- 
tion, Tentative plans also provide for call- 
ing in students from nearby rural schools, 
As has been pointed out before, the 
school dental clinie will be practically self- 
supporting once it is started. Federal funds 
are available to carry on this important pub- 
dic health program.

Last week we listed the statement of 
'“Revenues and Expenses” from the city’s 
general fund for the last fiscal year. Below 
‘are the “Receipts and Disbursements” as 
listed by the auditor in his last check of the

A cash balance as of Sept. 80, 1954 was 
shown as $4,087. To this was added the ac- 
| tual revenue collected from taxes of all 
‘kinds. This totaled $53,798. Paving assess- 
ment collections amounted to $3,313: pay- 
ment received on account due from the 
| Water Works and Electric Board totaled 
| $32,633; the Civil Defense Administration 
| contributed $818 on radio equipment and 
the state paid $15,000 on the municipal air- 

| port. Total funds available to the adminis- 
‘tration reached the healthy amount of

Disbursements included the $61,616 
itemized last week plus these expenses for 
jadditions to city property and equipment:

Readers should remember that deduc- 
tions have to be taken from these salaries, 
Withholding taxes and social security are 
subtracted before city workers see their 
checks, 

Pay on an hourly scale would be mighty 
low for most city workers, Probably, Mrs 
Kendrick as city clerk puts in the fewest 
hours and she has six eight hour days a 
week, She also has the responsibility of 
taking in and disbursing the $109,000 that 
went through the general fund and is under 
bond, 

Policemen put in anywhere from 60 
to 72 hours a week, Only recently with the 
hiring of another patrolman did they get a 
day off per week, They are far from being 
overpaid, ‘ 

There’s no way of telling how many 
hours Fitzhugh Calhoun and his street crew 
put in. They get to work about 5 or 6 
o'clock in the morning and quit about the 
fame time in the evening. Some time ago 
we editorially recognized Fitzhugh and his 
crew for giving the taxpayers their money’s 
worth and they haven't slackened up on the 
job since then. They should receive a great 
deal of credit for the services provided re- 
sidents by the city government, 

A detailed breakdown of the $21,000 
spent on salaries by the Light and Water 
Board was not included in the last audit 
so it is only possible to point out the total 
spent in this field out of a $135,000 gross 
income, : 

All in all, it appears that city residents 
are getting a bargain for the money they 
spend on salaries. Certainly no municipal 
employee is making a killing on what he 
earns and we'll say in every case the indi- 
vidual puts in long hours for the wage he 
receives,

for the program. The Coffee County Pub- 
lic Health Department, Dr. Ralph Powell 
and Dr. James H. Clark picked up the idea 
and brought it to the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Dr. J. M. Kimmey and Henry Dorsey 
were appointed to get the program started, 
The Chamber donated $460 from the old 
Centennial fund to get the project under 
way. Ninty dollars for installing the chair 
at the school were paid by the city. Inex- 
pensive equipment was secured through the 
county public health office. 

Then the Legion sponsored the barbe- 
cue and political rally. To make it a success 
360 people had to participate. Almost evcry- 
one in the community has reason to be 
proud of the establishment of the dental 
clinic. This is typical af just about every 
project in Elba that succeeds — everyone 
helps a little to put it over,

with $13 in petty cash. 

The best bargain picked up by the city 
was the airport for a little less than $3,000 
being paid out of city money. Most of the 
other equipment such as the new truck, 
tractor, concrete mixer and dyna-fog mach- 
ine will eventually be worn out and have to 
be replaced. 

What Elba taxpayers should note is 
that the city was able to spend almost twice 
as much as they received in taxes. Discount- 
ing the $818 collected from the Civil De- 
fense for radio equipment and $15,000 paid 
by the state for the airport, the city spent 
approximately $36,000 more than taxes pro- 
vided. Paving assessments accounted for 
$3,313 of it and the light and water board 
payments for the balance of $32,633. Pay- 
ments to the city by the light and water 
board had to come from profits. 

Our interpretation of this is that the 
city uses the light and water system for 
revenue to such an extent that the rates 
are nothing more than the equivalent of a 
hidden tax. The merchant and small busi- 
nessman are especially hard hit through 
this levy as they realize when they pay their 
light and water bills. The property owner 
gets the benefits in this set up. He pays a 
ridiculously low ad valorem tax and then 
sits back and watches his property values 
increase as streets are paved and sewer 
lines installed at practically no cost to him. 
The user of electric power, through his 


light bill, pays for these improvements.
